Claims 34-37, drawn to a kit comprising an antibiotic and a surfactant, 
classified in class 206, subclass 569, for example.

Applicants believe 
that it would not create an undue burden on the Examiner to conduct a search 
encompassing all of the claims. Further, Applicants reserve the right to file divisional 
applications to further prosecute non-elected groups.
